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Capital Improvement Plan
Overview

The Capital Improvement Plan (CIP) is a five-year program for expenditures
by the City of New Orleans for permanent physical improvements.

The plan identifies the physical needs of the City’s agencies, estimates the
costs of proposed projects, and recommends expenditures and sources of
funding for priority capital improvements.

For inclusion in the plan, capital improvements refer to major investments
in infrastructure and facilities such as roads, police and fire stations, parks
and recreation facilities, libraries, community centers, etc. Capital
improvements are major expenditures expected to last many years (10 years
minimum)

The CIP details the sources of funding for each project - such as general
obligation bonds, State capital outlay funds, or federal funds - and the
amount of funding to be snent in each vear.




Capital Improvement Plan
Overview

® The CIP is a tool used by city administrators and elected officials to set priorities for
project development and implementation. Each year the program:
O Identifies critical needs
O [Estimates cost for proposed projects

O Identifies sources of funding for the next five years.

® The CIP is prepared and adopted annually by the City Planning Commission and 1s
presented as a recommendation to the Mayor and the City Council as required
under Section 5-402 of the Home Rule Charter

® 'The First year of the CIP forms the basis for preparation of the upcoming year’s
proposed capital budget.




Capital Improvement Plan Process

In April the City’s Chief Administrative Officer issues a memorandum setting forth the
process and schedule for the preparation and adoption of the City’s Capital Budget
hearings.

From May — June City Departments and Agencies work with the Capital Projects
Administration Office to prepare capital budget request which are then submitted to City
Planning Commission (CPC).

The CPC staff then holds public hearings with each individual agency. This occurred
from June 231 to July 7t.

The City Planning Commission host two (2) Public Hearings on the Capital Improvement
Plan. The first was held on September 9 followed by the next CPC Public Hearing on
September 23, 2014.

Following the meeting on September 231, the CPC will adopt a Capital Improvement
Plan which will be presented to the Mayor on September 30, 2014

The Mayor will then present the Executive Capital Budget to City Council on October
15th,

History of General Obligation Bonds

e In November of 2004 the voters approved the sale of $260
Million of General Obligation Bonds.

e A List of potential bond-funded projects was published prior to
the 2004 election

e Bond resolution prescribes amounts of funding for four purposes:
o Streets and related infrastructure: $162,900,000 (63%)
o Parks and recreation facilities: $43,545,000 (17%)
o Libraries: $8,100,000 (3%)
o Other public buildings and facilities: $45,455,000 (17%)
e The City issued the following:
o 75 Million in 2007
o 40 Million in 2010
o 39.7 Million in 2013
o 39.6 Million in 2014

e The City plans to sell the remaining $65 Million in late 2014 or
early 2015. The funds will go towards projects approved in the
2014 Adopted Capital Budget.

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1,547 miles of City-owned roads

- Approx. 60% of the City’s roads are asphalt-topped and 40% are
concrete-topped

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Roadway Conditions Assessment

The condition of a roadway’s pavement is classified as
either:

5. Excellent — Pavement is in new condition with no maintenance required.

4. Good — Pavement is in good condition with a few small, widely spaced cracks.

3. Fair — Pavement is in fair condition, with some cracking and potholes, and 1s
beginning to show traffic wear, but 1s still structurally sound. Would require some
patching to repair.

2. Poor — Pavement is in poor condition, with significant cracking and potholes and
some rutting. Would require mill & overlay treatment and full depth patching to repair.

1. Very Poor — Pavement is in very poor condition, with significant cracking,
potholes, and rutting. Would require full reconstruction to repait.

0. Failed — Pavement has disintegrated and roadway is impassible. Would require full

reconstruction to repair.

Property taxes are levied by what is known as a millage rate. One
mill is one-tenth of one percent or .001.
There are multiple public authorities that receive a portion of
property taxes collected in Orleans Parish, the City of New Orleans
is one of those entities.
